Garibaldi is dangerously fll. Ever since he 
was forced to flee, in 1882, when only 25 years old 
from his native Italy, on account of his share in 
Mazzini’s conspiracy against the King of Bar- 
dinia, Guiseppe Garibaldi has had a career of e- 
traordinary vicissitudes and perils, and it is 
strange that one who has been in the thickest of 
nearly every war for the last forty years, and has 
taken the sword oftener than any other living 
man, should not perish by the sword, but escape 
to die a peaceful death. He has fought in Africa

He was foremost in the defense of his native 
country when invaded by the French under 
Louis Napoleon, aid had barely had time to 
sheathe his sword after the last battle when he 
was discovered busily inciting the Hungarians to 
revolt against Austria. In this adventure he re- 
ceived his only wound. He fought bitterly for 
the unification of Maly and the overthrow of 
the Papacy, and engaged with equal zest in the 
Austro-Prussian war of 1866, and the Franco- 
Prussian war. The latest phase of his versatile 
career was his appearance as a Deputy for Paris 
in the National Assembly in 1871.

THE NEW RAILROAD LAW. 
We print the new Railroad law as passed by the 
Legislature. The point in interest and npon 
which there has been most contfoversy is the 
eighth section. This section directs the Rail- 
road Commissioners to make out for each of the 
railroad companies doing business in this State 
a schedule of maximum rates of charges for the 
transportation of passengers and freight and 
cars on each of such railroads, and such 
schedule, in all suits brought against any such 
railroad corporation upon a charge of exacting 
unreasonable rates, shall be deemed and taken 
as prima facie evidence that the rates named 
therein are reasonable. But in the controversy 
between the two Houses of the Legisiature there 
was added to this a proviso that the 
schedules thus prepared shall not be such 


prima facie evidence until. the Isch day 
day of January, 1874. The object of this was to 


furnish an excuse for another session of the 
Legislature nent winter. At that session, the 
Legislature will begin with the whole matter 
afresh, and undertake to frame a schedule of 
rates Of its own. In the meantime, the previous 
act ofthe Legislature stands repealed, and the 
eighth section of the new one is suspended in- 


} definitely. The bill practically, therefore, aban- 


dons the theory that the Legislature, directly or 
indirectly, can prescribe rates for transportation, 
and places the whole question, where it alone can 
rest, upon the judicial determination of what is 
and what is not a reasonable rate. The rail- 
roads are entitled to reasonable compensation ; 
this they cannot be denied by any act of the 
Legislature. The public can be compelled to pay 


reasonable compensation, and no act of the Leg- 


islature can suthorize the collection of any 
higher rates. The act contains a number of 
known as the Donahue bill, and for all practical 
purposes is as strong if not stronger than if the 
eighth section was in force.

THE REVIVAL OF AN OLD PROPOSITION. 

A resolution of Congress, passed Sept. 25, 
1789, submitted to the States, for ratification, 
twelve amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States, ten of which were ratified and 
two rejected. The ratified amendments are 
those which form the first ten articles of amend- 
ment to the Constitution as it now stands. The 
other two failed to receive the necessary ratifica- 
tion from three-fourths of the States. One of 
the proposed amendments not ratified was as 
follows: No law varying the compensation 
for services of Senators and Representatives 
shall take effect until an election of 
Representatives shall have intervened.” Had 
this amendment deen ratified and be- 
come a part of the Constitution, it 
would have been impossible not only for the late 
Congress to vote itself additional pay for past 
services, but also for the members to avail 
themselves of any increased salary until a Con- 
gressional election should occur. There will be 
no difference of opinion on the fact that the 
amendment would have been a national blessing, 
and would have protected the country at least 
from the humiliating knowledge that we had a 
Congress willing to perpetrate so conspicuous a 
fraud as that known as the Salary-Grab.” 

It is probably in this view of the matter that 
the Ohio Legislature has taken up the old 
amendment, proposed in 1789, with the purpose 
of ratifying it now and securing three-fourths 
of the States to join it in the project. This 
suggests the question whether a proposed 
amendment which once fails to receive the 
necessary ratification can be taken up at any 
subsequent date, after the number of States has 
been materially increased, and approved without 
by the Constitution for submitting constitutional 
amendments. Those who believe that this may 
bo Gone ground their belief upon the Yailure of 


the Constitution to prescribe any limit of time 


within which the amendments must be ratified 
or be regarded as defeated. The Constitution 
provides two ways in which amendments 
may be submitted: 1. By a two-thirds 
vote of both Houses of Congress. 2. Upon 
spplication of two-thirds of the several 
States, Congress may call a Convention for 
proposing amendments. It is then provided 
that the proposed amendments shall become a 
part of the Constitution “when ratified by the 


Legisletures of three-fourths of the several | | 


States, or by conventions in three-fourths 
thereof, as the one or the other mode of ratifica- 
tion may be proposed by the Congress.” This is 
all that the Constitution has to say on the sub- 
ject of amendments.
